from Washington county, Pennsylva- 
nia. Young Seth wns raised in Lin 
ion township, until he was fourteen 
years of age, when he entered as n 
clerk in Ihe dry goods store of Thomuf 
C. Ricketls, in Coshoclon, 
He after- 


ward clerked for Meek & Johnson. In 
1849 he look the hazardous overland 
trip lo California, making the trip in 
four weeks and six days,' being the 
first man from this county to enter 
San Francisco. 
He remained iu Ihe 


(ioldcn Slate two years, then returned 
and clerked for Mcdbcrry, in Roscoe, 
commanding the highest salary in the 
neighborhood—!500 the firsl year, 
and$1000 for Ihe second year, He 
was a candidate for Sheriff and only 
lacked a few votes of being elected, 
when the Democralic majority in the 
county was aboul 800 
He bought 


Mcdberry's slook and did a business 
of $30,000 per year. 
Next he closed 


out'hih stock to S. C. Hurrell A Sons, 
and engaged 
extensively in buying 


and shipping Jive-slock. Mr. MrClnm 
was married in February, 1864, to 
Mary, daughter of John nnd Sophia 
Frew, They have one child, Lewis, 
born November, 18, 1866.

Clain was previously married to Sarah 
Frew, sister of his pre«ent wife,

business ability, and wan recognized as 
one ot the noblest of God's creations- 
an honest man.

eccentric to tho vorgo of madness, nono

set of diamonds to show to a rich 
friend of hers who 
wished to pur- 


chase, and that was the last old Grady 
ever saw of his diamonds, One morn- 
ing Grady was found dead in his 
room. In a scene of squalid misery 
Ihe owner of a fortune in diamonds 
and gold had passed away without a 
living soul near him to speak one kind- 
ly word.

Female llticknt-ttiiop*, 


A Now York correspondent writes 


of tho bucket-shops which are run 
by women fop the bonolit of their 
own sox: Tho.se women managor* aro 
in certain insluncos only tools itt tho 
service of some down-town broker, who 
really runs iho shop and pays them a 
salary, Tho broker knows that ladles 
of refinement dosiro lo avoid notice, 
and hence they hire ivhuiulsomo brown- 
stono frfcit wlioro ladies may como and 
go without suspicion, There aro several 
of those in Twenty-fourth street, where 
tho tickers may bo hoard 'all through 
business hour*, and in each a score of 
Indies may be soon jolting down the 
quotations, whloh thoy contrive to see 
through tho veils whioh conceal their 
identity. Thoro is a very extensive 
bucket-shop In Thirty-seventh stroot 
which is connected with tho ntock-ox- 
ehtvngo by a half-doxou wires, a fact 
which Huggosls tho extent of 'ihe busi- 
ness transacted within Its walls. This 
establishment is conducted1 by a woman 
of great financial ability who has made 
the sysloni very profitable, but at tho 
expense of a largo number of victims. 
Sho has boon in the business a dorou 
years. Her rule is to demand a margin 
of 10 per cont, on all purchases, and 
silo charges the usual brokerage, which 
Is, 12 1-2 cents on $100 for cither buying 
or soiling. As soon as an order is giv- 
en hor sho tolwgraphs down to hor bro- 
ker, by whom ft Is immodlately 'oxccu- 
lod. Among this woman's patrons aro 
some of the richest ladle* in the city, 
who fiud stock speculation a relief from 
ennui. Othor operators aro found In 
ladles, who economize on their piu 
money for this purpose. Some money- 
making m minors and mod Intel dabble 
in stocks, and then there are those liv- 
ing on fixed Incomes out of which thoy 
situooiso enough to buy an occasional 
"put" or "call." 
Taking all these 


classes together, a largo aggregate if 
formed, and in this manner female 
speculation Is an acknowledged feature 
in Wall street.

Francis Murphy, like all ihe bij 


temperance men, like Oough and th< 
rest, has been through "the mill" him 
self, and lias hud a terrible experience 
of his own. 
He alluded to it the oth- 


er night nt a reception, but he didn' 
go into some particulars, which are fa- 
miliar to me, said a Sunday Murcury 
correspondent, 


Murphy got along very well as 


rumseller, and would have made and 
kept plenty of money, if he had kept 
what is called the "rumseller's pledge,' 
which several people in his neighbor- 
hood kept faithfully, 
This pledge was 


the simplest kind of a thing, consistin 
of only two points: first, to sell all the 
rum you could to anybody else; second, 
never to take any rum yourself. .But 
Murphy soon got to be his own best 
customer, and went down hill. 


lie got into a row over his liquor 


one day in his low grogcry, was arres- 
ted for aggravated assault and sent to 
jail. And durin' his life in jail his poor 
wife and family passed through ter- 
rible afllirtions. He had seven chil- 
dren and nothin' to keep 'em alive on, 
The two oldest boys stopped goin1 to 
school, and went round trampin' to 
see if they couln'l gel odd jobs to keep 
'cmselves and their mother alive, 


They couldn't get any jobs, so they 


did without food, but fora while they 
managed to keep the stove a goin'. 
There was a heap of cinders down on 
the wharf, and they used to go down 
lo sift out coal for "mother's fire." IHit 
an employee of the steamboat com- 
pany drove the boys away, and after 
that they nil went cold as well as him- 


For awhile, wretchedly poor as they 


were, the family used to manage to rake 
up money enough to pay their car-fare 
to see Murphy in prison once a week; 
but the time came when they hadn't 
any money even for car-fare; and had 
to go some ten miles on foot to see 
their father in jail. One day when 
there was only one piece of bread in 
the house for the svholu family, altho' 
they were all hungry, they all lesolved 
to go without eatin' anylhing/and one 
of the boys trudged wearily along this 
ten miles to carry to his father in pris- 
on the only piece of bread. 


On the night after 
receivin" that 


piece of bread which he had eaten up 
before he had learned its history, 
Francis Murphy tried to commit sui- 
cide in jail—and no wonder. 
He 


went mad with grief at thinking over 
the condition of his family, and that 
he had himself brought, 'em to this 
state. lie went mad, J say, awhile, 
and havin' no other way to end his life 
tried to beat himself against the cell 
wall, but was prevented by his jail- 
ers. 


When Francis Murphy 
was re- 


leased from jail he found himself a free 
—pauper, 
Of his home there remain- 


ed only the four walls—nil the 
fur- 


niture had gone for debt or bread, 


And although his devoted wife 
put 


her arms around his neek on his re- 
turn from jail, and said she was glad 
to see him, she was too sick to smile, 
she was loo sick to stand up, she was 
too sick to live, and three months or so 
after his return she died of insufficient 
nourishment and a broken heart, 


It was at his dead wife's side, with 


her cold, still hand in his, that Francis 
Murphy took the pledge,

the prominent physicians of that city 
upon the effect ofbeer drinking upon 
the human system, Treating the re- 
sult editorially, the .Blade says:

There is drunk in 
beer the same as in any other liquor 
Ueer is from 8 to 10 per cent, alcohol 
If an ounce of acohol is what is re- 
quired to produce the desired eflec 
upon a man, he may get it in four 
drinks of whisky while it would require 
a gallon of beer to produce the same 
effect, 
If he craves the ounce of alcb 


hoi and seeks for it iu beer he is 


to drink the gallon, thuft not only get- 
ting the same amount of alcohol, but 
loading the stomach with a gallon of 
fluid charged with all sorts of unhealthy 
principles. 
Thousands 
upon thous- 


ands of confirmed drunkards have 
been made by beer, because it has 
been held that it could be indulged in 
safely. 


There is no safety in alcohol, When 


a man says, "Oh I drink nothing—I 
take a glass ofbeer now and* then,' 
that man is fairly on the road.

for him the naked fact of undisguised 
whisky.
